Election/Restrictions

The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed subject matter 
of the instant application as a whole either taken alone or in combination, in particular, prior art 
of record does not teach "covering the contacts with a protection arrangement; subsequently 
conducting injection molding to introduce an encapsulation material between the contacts and 
into the trenches, whereby the chips arranged on the dicing substrate are encapsulated; 
subsequently removing the protection arrangement," as recited in claim 1 . 

Claims 3-18 also allowed as being directly or indirectly dependent of the allowed 
independent claim. 

Claims 19 and 20 also allowed because of including all the limitations of the allowable 
generic linking claim, i.e., claim 1.
